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Narrative of Ev(‘iits 

1. GENERAL. 

Jj\ ing oil till) borders of Assam aad Biinnu, the Manipur State has 
an area of S.tJdH S([uare miles, some 700 of which form the central valley 
inhabited for the greater part by Meiteis. The northern half is mostly 

paddy land and contains Imphal, the state capital, with a population of 
over one lakh. The southern half is for the nio.st part lakes and marshes. 

'I'he valley is about LhbUO feet above sea-h‘\el with draiuat’e from north 
to south. All round are some 7, DOS squ^ire miles of hills rising to ne.u'ly 
10, “00 feet a,bov(‘ sea-level and inhibited by Nagas, Kukis and other hill 
trib(*s. The Lv\ o main rivers, the Imphal and the Jiarak, How respectively 
into the (Jlundvvin and the Brahmaputra. Statements of temperature and 
rainfall are given as Appendices li and 111. 

According to the 1011 census, the population of the stale is 5,B1,127. 
Of this number. d.tO.dOl, live in the Valley, I,0.S,1.:13 in the Hills and 
(>,130 in Jiribam. 'I'he population of Imphal numbers 1,10,017. 

2. POLITIOAB. 

'I’lie di is “ \u[>i Ivui'' nr tlie 'Woimm's War, which 

((ink .ikire m Imi.hil dill 111., i iir uiiiier )if 103'.). 10, brought tO' a head 

tlie .pir-^U m nl intrndiiemg rolorms into the i\lan.i|uir State. The first 
re.picsi r ir their introduel nm had been made as far back as November 
l‘.)3S when 11. 11 the Mdimaia receive i a pi'liiioii' signed by dofi 

memtiers of the polilie a.-fiii'.^ inr the .sotting up of a Legislative Council,. 
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aud the nomination of the Darbar Members from among the members 
of the Council. Asked by liis Highness to devise measures for checking 
the unrest, the Uarbar rejected the idea of a Council and set to work 
to frame their own proposals for reform. To begin with, the President 
of the J)arbar, in March l'J3U, sent the Darbar his suggestions. The.se 
comprised the sale of the State’s proj)erty in British India, the abolition 
of the budget grant for temples, pujas and ceremonies, the halving of 

the strength of the Stale Military Police and reductions in the stall' 
of the I’al ace OtHce and His Highne.ss’s Itindsional Court, in thi' Members 
and stall of the Cherap and Sadar l^anchayet Courts and in His Highness’s 
allowances. A saving of Its. 7'J,(>0U/~ a year would result. 

Individual Darbar Memben’s then evolved their own proposals. 'J'hese 
included the creation of three (or four) posts of Subdivi-^ional On'ietu-, 
a police station at each .subdi visional headquarters, a Chief Court separate 
from the Administrative Darbar, a municipal committee for Imphal, a 
Mani|)uri Pnsident of the Darbar, a Legislative Assembly of 22 members — 
12 eloettid and 10 nominated, the abolition of a separate administration 
for the Hills, the admission of pleaders into the State courts, the cr(;ation 
of a Manipuri Civil Service, with senior and junior divisions, to replace 

the (dmrap and Sadar I’anchayet Court Members and the Hill Subdivi- 
sional Ollicers, the abolition of village choukidars and tlie setting up of 
JO jiolice stations in the A'alley and 7 in the Hills, the limitation of 

the Maharaja’s Chvil Li.st to 10% of the revenues of the State, the intro 
duction of an e.vcise department, a competitive examination for candidates 
for State servihe, a reform of the pay-scaies of State servants, a mineral- 
ogical survey of the State’s territory, the enlargement of the Darbar by 

the inclusion (d' “ elder statesmen ”, promotion by ellieieiicy instead of 
seniority, the setting up of an Agricultural Department and of Co-opera, 
five Societies, the opening of more hospitals and veterinary dispensaries 
outside Imphal, the improvement of communications and the introduction 
of the British system of administration lu tola, including trial by jury. 

The President’s reaction was to question whether the Stale could allord 
these reforms or could produce the type of ollicer required to carry them 
out. ’J’he Darbar Members replied that the State could allord the reforms 
if it were properly developed and administered and that intelligent 
Manipuris were available Avho only needed adequate training. 'I'hey then 
produced their agreed suggestions which envisaged the creation of a 
legisla(ivi> assembly, a permanent President of the Darbar, a Chief .Indgo 
sitting with two Darbar JMembers to form a Chief Court, the gradual 
replacement of tlie Cherap and Sadar I’lindiayet Courts by Alanipuri

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and maintained that a member of the Indian Police should be appointed 
Superintendent of the State Police. 

Having been asked his comments on these suggestions b}' the Maharaja, 
the Political Agent agreed that frequent changes of President were 
undesirable. For the rest he considered that the roil need was less 

for (•on.''titutional tlian for administrative reform and that ]\lanipnr was 
not yet ripe for democracy. The three main causes of discontent were 
the iiiantiba-sniijha scandal, the dilitoriness of the lower courts of ju.stice 
and the public’s lack of conlidence in them, and the deploraljle state 
of tile land record''. The Uarbar had shown the way to suppressing 

the first of thes(‘ by making irresponsible Braliniins, who declared jieople 

outcast and dcniamled money fur securing the removal of the ban, subject 
to prosecution for defaiii itioii and e.xtn'tion and by laying down tlie 
procedure to be followed iii these matters by the Brahma Sabha. As regards 
litigation, a[)peal should lie only lu the Darbar and as n^gards land 
records, a new sm'\ey and settlement of the Valley were (‘ssential. Only 
measure's of reform on the line's sngge^sted by the President weeuld remove 
the e;anses of agititiem, anel funds could only be found by reductions 
umh'r Imads eif ei.vpcnditnre with which the Maharaja was personally 
ceence'rne'-d. 

A four months’ lull followenl until in November llKib, the Nikhil 
Maiiiimri Mahasalelia ( a local body which had acejuired Congress alliliations ) 
weighed in with a eleinand for a “ unicameral legislature ” e)f lUO 

meml)ers, (SO te) be edected anel 20 to be nominated by the Maharaja. 
Other provisions weere for voting by ballot, no eomimmal ele'cteerates, 
electors to be literate e)i' ta.vpayers or both, a bill to l)eeomo law if 
passesel by His Highness who would otherwise refew it back tc the 
Legislature, the Legislature to pass the budget, tlie Ci\il List to be 
in a ti.ved preeportion to the State’s revenues, the Mahai'dija to ask the 
leader of the larg('st j)arty in the legislature b) be Prime .Minister and 
t(' choose !{ CabiiK.'t Alinisters who with liim Avould have joint respon- 
sibilily to the Legislature, II is Highness appointing four more Ministers 
whose rr'sponsibility would be individual, I! is Highness to set up a 
constituent assembly and nobody to vote twic(5 over. 

This someuhal unrealistic contribution avhs followed in December by thb 
“ 'Women’s War ” which, while delaying further con.sideration of reforms, 
eniphasi/,ed the need for (lu'in. 'J’hc “ War ”, which started as an agitation 
by the bazar women of Imphal against the export of riec, was gradually 
taken over by the iMahasabha and by it used as a tot)l for fermenting 
agitation on Congi'('''' l.'iu's The siPiaiion 'oon l•omJ)lelely out of hand

I'eforins, whiclt had started as a public agitation for a legislative assemhly^ 
Avas transformed into an insistence by Government that the State Adminis- 
tration, and particularly the Police, should be made more etlicieut. 

"^'hen therefore, in Peln'iiary 1910, conditions started to return to 
Qoi'tnal, the Maharaja vas asked for his own suggestions as to the reforms 
neejJed and thp means of linaiieing them. These ho produci'd in A])ril. 
Ihey p^'ovjded for authority to he ext'rcised by llis lligliuess directly 
oy tbrough Ministers chosen hy him, bn- an 1. C. S. Prime Minister 
responsihl^, to Jlis Highness for finance, revenue and general supervision, 
for Jiis jlighness to l^ave special responsibilities for peace, tran(|uility 
apd good governiueut, for the setting up of a State Legislative Assembly 
consistpig of the Prime Minister and 27 members, 10 elected and 
po.tuinaled, to whom the Prime Minister, who would also he the President, 
-p-ould submit the budget, for llis Highness to pass the budget 
and forward it to Jlis Excellency the Governor or return it to the 
Asseml)l.Y, for tlie State ilililary Police to rcinaitt iindcr llis Highness’s 
Vontrol, for a European Police OlUcer to train the Civil Police for 
oi; r» years, JJor Uis Uiglmess, in the event of a breakdown, to lUSSlUlU) 
all powers ami issue Ordinances, and for the creation of a Chief 
Court. It seems, liowi-ver, (luestionahle whether proposals that merely 
iuereased the iMalnu-aja's powers witliout reducing his allowances would 
have been likt^ly to allay the public clamour for reform. 

Oji receipt of His Highness’s proposals the whole (luestion of reforms 
was (.-onsidered by llis Excellency the Agent to the Crown Representative and 
finally in Novemhei!t.orders were received laying down the reforms that it was 
cynsideri^d should he iutrodiicea. These were the creation of a Chic-f 

Court at ail ajipro.viinate cost of 1-fa. 15,000/- a year, which should he 

the only appellate court, preparations for a resurvey and resettlement of 
tlie Valley, the appointment of a Superintendent of Police from Assam, the 
i;onstrnclion and manning of new Police Stations, the replacement of the Slate 
Military I’oliee by an armed branch of the Civil Poln-e — theso Police 

reforms costing some ih. ■12,1)00/ and the saving of -Hs. ( ()/- hy the- 

eventual reduction of the Civil List to lO/j of the State’s revenues. 
Immediate economies to meet the cost of the reforms should comprise 

reductions ()f Jfa. 4,000/- in His llighnes.s’s personal eordipgeiu.-ies, Ite. 0,200/- 
in the grant for Temi)les, Pujas and Ceremonies, Ifa. 0,400/- in allowances 
to ilajkumars, etc,, IL. 0*200/- in Jlis JJighness’s Oiliee e^fablishnicnt and 
IL. 50,000/- as ;i result of dislianding the State Mildary J’olice. Total 
Ifa. OljSOO/-. Pinally llis Highness was informed that in accordance 
with tho orders of the Cro\) n licjirr-.mil !ti\c Im " t!--! initiate these specified 
retonns and 'i o,. .i! m i i a-., d Im.

BriiKlal)an in tht3 Unitial Provinces should e)ntinue to be kept up by 

the State ; he had uo obji^ction to the prop(jM3d reducdimi in the. 

P^ajkumars’ allowances l)ut he was slronii;ly opposed to any viMluction in 
llis pt3r^oiial contini;' mcics, in tln3 ^rant for (eniph 3 s, piij.is and ci^rem mies 
or in the strcmi^th of lii.s Pahue Otlice and Ccjurt Stall*.

It was not possil)le to introduce; all Ihest* reforms immediately but 
Mr. H uj^hes- Hughes was s(;ut u[> to take over the Civil and Military 
Police and the reducliom^ in the Civil List \V(‘r(3 incorporated in the 
budget for the following y(‘ar. The remaining reforms, in ])avticular Hn3 
rc^survey and resetthmient of the Valley and the constitution of the .Cliief 
Court, remained to be }uit into (3lVeet later on.

Hughes J']s(^, T. P. then tick over charge of the newly creab'd post of 
Superintendent of Police, the portfolio of Police, both Civil and Military, 
being ti'ansferred to the President of the Darbar. Maharajkumar Lokendra 
Singh, siniil irly, relinquished his otheiating charge of the State Military 
Police at about the same time. The Administrative Darbar held 42 
meetings during the year.

In 
the Daryabadi Survey, 13,105 bighas ( 4,352'OG acres ) land were

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und 32 bii'has ( lO-T)? ;icn*s ), compared with 31 bi^has ( ]0’2J7 acres) 
wore relinquished. Then* was an increase of 7,787 biu;has ( 2,574 ‘21

The perinanont (iollection staff rainained unchanged at 5 Lakpas, 5 

clerks, 25 muhorirs and tj peons. A temporary staff of 10 muhorirs 
and 28 peons was engaged. Tliere was no change in the rates of assess- 

ment. 'I’he percentage of current revenue collection in the valley during 
the year was 78‘79i> compared Avith ()7’()03 the year before, lleceipts, 
excluding Kfi. 4,177 credited after the jaair clo.sed, totalbnl 34s. I•.!I4^003, 

as against 14s. t, 52, 3)8 in the previou.s year, and comprised 34s 1,0I-,'J18 

of arrear demand and 14s. 3,8ff,v)8') of the current demand, 34.s. (>(»,25(> 

of arrear demand and 3is. t),()3i' of the current demand being remitted 

as being irrecoverable and a further Hs. ]^]!)() on account of damage to 
crops by hail. Itemissi >11 thus totalled 34 b. 7 1,080. 

Sale cases in respect of 31), 005 defaulting estates were instituted in 

order t) realiz .0 lls. 1 , 18 , 1 ( 5 !’). Of this amount Rs. -55, 0-53 was realized 
before the d,ite of sate, Rs. G.OIX) l)y sale, and Rs. 15,13(5 was remitted 

as irrecoveral)le During tin.* year sale cases in respect of 2t,117 estates 
Avere dispostal of and eases in respect of 11,858 estates remained pending. 
Laud settlement cases for disposal numl)ered 15,827 ; of these l^UtlH 

were tinished and 10,850 remained pending. 'J'he figures fur the previous 
year were 8.143 and 1 5,3 18 respectively.

I Subedar, l! Jtnnadars, <S llavildars and ItiHtnumi v^olunleeied and
